The lobby investigation committee had 
a real sensation yesterday afternoon, but 
it was short-lived. Mr. Moses, of Coweta, 
started to express his views of Mr. Over- 
street, and there was a 
wordy war which covered the space of 
a few seconds, during which Mr. Over- 
treet invited Mr. Moses to step outside 
of the committee room, and then every- 
body calmed down. 

For these few seconds, however, 
air was full of fight. Mr. Moses was 
One of the early witnesses. Mr. Over- 
Street is taking a prominent part in the 
conduct of the investigation. The com- 
mittee, in its desire to give the broadest 
latitude to the investigation with a view 
to disclosing anything that can possibly 
be open to criticism, has extended to 
Mr. Overstreet the privilege of asking 
Such questions of witnesses as he may 
choose. He exercises this privilege with 
afmost every witness. While Mr. Moses 
was being questioned by Mr. Slaton, Mr. 
Overstreet was in close consultation with 
the questioner, evidently prompting him. 
This seemed to give displeasure to Mr. 
Moses. He had been asked if certain 
men had not said to him that if the 
uniformity text-book bill passed they 
would lose their jobs, this being for the 
purpose of influencing his vote. 

He said no man had said this to him, 
but he had himself expressed the opinion 
that some Would lose their positions if 
the bill passed. 

“Didn't you say they said they would 
lose their positions?’ asked Mr. Slaton, 
at the suggestion, as it appeared, of Mr. 
Overstreet. 

*“VWiat I 4!4 say, and I said it to Mr. 
Overstreet, I believe,”” rejoined the wit- 
ness, “was that I thought a friend of 
mine might lost his job. He and others 
had argued with me that the bill waa 
an improper one, but I voted for the bill. 
Now, Mr. Chairman’’—with some asper- 
ity—“If Mr. Overstreet wants to ask me 
questions let him do it. If he thinks 
every other member of the legislature is

“If 
I’ve sdfd anything to you that you don't 
like, you've got to take it. You can re- 
gard as personal everything I have said."

Chairman 
Hopkins rapped for order, and friends 
of the two principals gathered about 
them, attempting to smooth down their 
ruffied feelings.

In his communication the mayor call- 
ed attention to the fact that of the $33,400 
appropriated, $20,367.12 had already been 


expended, 
six months of only $13,032.88. He requested 
that the board cut the expneses so as 
to come within the appropriation. 

When the communication was read the 
probing began. As an opening shot Dr. 
Longino remarked: “I think we feed too 
many negroes about this place.” This 
caused Superintendent Brewster to read 
his pay roll. 

The Hospital Pay Roll. 

The strperintendent read from his book 
and showed that he received $75 a month. 
His house surgeons received from $20 
down to $% a month. There are four of 
these. The bookkeeper gets $30 a month, 
the lady pharmacist $35, the superintend- 
ent of nurses or matron $50, pupil nurses 
$9, the negro laundress $12.50. There are 
twenty nurses, about one to every four 
patients. The seamstress is paid $15 a 
month, the house keeper $25, the cook $15, 
the sub cook $12, kitchen boy $10, janitor 
$20, night orderly in the white ward $15, 
in the negro ward $12.50, and the other 
orderlies, five in all, $19, fireman $10, sta- 
bleman $10, engineer $50, night engineer 
$40, wagon driver $0. 

Mr. Culberson remarked that $80 a 
month was an outrageous price to pay 
a wagon driver. 

‘“‘Yes, and he is on duty day and night,” 
said Superintendent Brewster. 

“So are all the doctors in the city,’ 
stated Mr. Culberson. 

“Oh, well.” Dr. Brewster retorted, ‘‘they 

get well paid for their services."’ 
. “Now,’’ remarked Dr. —— “IT would 
like to know, when you get through with 
ali of this, what vou are going to du 
about it?’ 

Somebody said it ought to he romem- 
bered that provisions were higher. 

This remark brought out the fact that 
all the employees of the hospital were 
fed in addition to being paid their wages. 
In all, there are twenty-eight perscns 
who éat dally at‘the hospital.

“Gentlemen.” said Mr. Culberson, as he 
rose to his feet, “we have been nagged 
at by the council about cutting expenses 
for geveral years. We have tried to do 
our best, and it is simply impossible to 
run this institution any cheaper. There- 
fore, I move that this board resign in 
a body and ask the council to put 
men here whom they think can run it 
better than we can.

New York, August 5.—Two more stock 
fychange failures, making a total of 
last e'even business days, were 
pen Sharp & Brown and 
announced their 
ons.

Hurlbutt, Hatch & Co. 
inability to meet their obligatio:, 
failure occasioned the slightest surprise; 
in fact, both had been discounted for a@ 
week or more, 

The failure of Sharp & Bryan came 
during the morning session, shortly after 
the market had recovered from its de- 
moralized opening. That of Huributt, 
Hatch & Co. was announced in the af- 
ternoon, just as prices throughout the 
list were tumbling lower than at any 
time before, 

The day’s business can best be sum- 
marized by the statement that almost 
four score of stocks, fully two-thirds of 
the active list, touched the lowest record 
reached during the present movement, 
which had its inception last Septem- 
ber, 

At the close of the 
solid interests—and it 
these interests have 
market’’ for weeks past, 
there when support was most necessary— 
spoke reassuringly. They declared that 
the financial atmosphere wae clarifying 
but for all that Wall street, as 2 whole, 
could see no silver lining in the clouds, 
much less a golden one. 

Other failures weré eonfidently predict- 
ed and the names of several importation 
firms were mentioned as among those in 
financial straits. 

Sharp Break in Exchange. 

A sharp break in sterling exchange dur- 
ing the day was coupled with the sug- 
gestion that at least one international 
banking houg@e had heen making des- 
perate efforts to borrow money abroad. 
Officers of leading !oca!l banks and trust 
companies decline to discuss the situa- 
tion, except to express confidence as to 
the sound condition of financial institu- 
tions. 

The day began ominously. Opening 
prices on the exchange were decidedly 
lower almost all through the list, but 
the break was checked by supporting 
orders. In fact, veteran observers were 
heard to declare that but for this sup- 
port a panic would certainly have oc- 
cufred. 

The Sharp & Bryan failure made but 
litfie impression on values, but toward 
noon the list receded, the decline em- 
bracing virtually all the standard stocks. 
The market then became dull and hesi- 
tating, but in the last hour and a half 
stocks were again thrown over ruthless- 
lv and the closing was weak and ex- 
tremely feverish. 

Today's shrinkage alone aggregated 
many millions of dollars. Countless ‘‘stop 
loss” orders were caught in the selling 
avalanche, and it is probable that hun- 
dreda of wenk accounts were closed in 
utter disregard of the losses sustained 
by their owners.

Bryan Says It Is False To Say That 
the Silver Question Drove Men 
Out of the Ranks of the 
Party—A Bitter Ar- 
raignment. 


Urbana, Ohio, August 5.—Four leading 
democrats opened the Ohio campaign here 
today, two weeks in advance of the dem- 
ocratic state convention. W. J. Bryan had 
been engaged to address the Urbana chau- 
tauqua assembly this afternoon, and the 
democrats of this county held their con- 
vention on the chautauqua grounds dur- 
ing the forenoon, at which addresses were 
made by Bryan, John I. Zimmerman, of 
Spri..oeld: Mayor Johnson, of Cleveland, 
an4 ex:i ‘ongressman Lentz, of Columbus.

The addresses all attracl®4 attention be- 
cause of the direct referenc® to certain 
men as wel! as to policies on w hich there 
are differences within the party. Bryan 
referred to ex-President Cleveland 
peatedly. 

Zimmerman, who followed Bryan, re- 
ferred to the fathers of democracy and 
“the eternal principles’’ of the perty. 

Then came Mayor Johnson and ex-Con- 
gressman Lentz, in emphatic declarations 
that this was no time for ‘‘dead issues.’’ 
“key notes’’ of the last two speak- 
ers were not in accord with those of Mr 
whose managers had sgse- 


re 


, curéd the Champaign county delegates be- 


fore Johnson reached the tabernacle. 
As this county is in the same congres- 
sional Alstrict as Zimmerman’s home, the 
Johnson men were at odds, but still they 
contesteu at the primaries. The conven- 


tion stood 130 to 50 for Zimmerman, butt 


in deference to the visitors, no ballots 
were taken. 
Cieveland a Bunko Steerer. 

Bryan received his greatest ovation 
when he said: 

“The democrats in 1892 played a confi- 
dence game on the people and put a 
bunco steerer at the head of the party. 
[ want to say to you, my friends. that 
the disreputable man who stands on tne 
street curbing and leads the unwary 
traveler into a game where he loses his 
money, is respectable compared to the 
man who accepts the suffrages of five mil- 
lions of people and then leads them into 
Wall street to be betrayed. * * * Don’t 
be deceived when they tell you it was the 
silver question that drove people out of 
the party. 

“Those who left the democratic party 
are divided into two classes; those who 
left because they understoag the issue 
in the campaign, and those Who left be- 
cause they were deceived in the issue of 
the campaign. Those who understeod the 
issue and left because they elected it, 
can never return to the party until they 
repent and show that their hearts and 
sympathies are changed. The fight will 
continue In this country until one side or: 
the other is triumphant.”’ 

As to Auction Block Politicians. 

Then he continued by saying he had 
more respect for a republican than for 
any one calling himself a democrat ‘“‘who 
would put his principles on the auction 
block, or in a junk shop.” 

In praising Ohio as apolitical factor, 
he said there were some democrats down 
east who thought no leader could come 
from a western state with six congress- 
men like Nebraksa, but an eastern state 
with only four congressmen was good 
enough to produce a candidate. He in- 
sisted that the issue was not one of 
section. nor of any special issues, s0 
much as that of plutocracy against de- 
mocracy, and in that contest the party 
had a millstone about its neck in the 
comparison of present conditions with 
hard times that existed under the Cleve- 
land administration. 

The speech of Mayor Johnson was not 
only accepted as indicating that he was 
a receptive candidate for governor, but 
also that he was not a candidate for Sen- 
ator Hanna's place. It was also accepted 
from his speech that he would run on 
a platform for reduced fares on all 
railways, 2 cents per mile for steam raii- 
ways, and on street carg 3 cents single 
fares and less by tickets. 

Johnson Specifies Issues. 


He specified these issues in addition 
to his well known views on taxataion and 
other issues. While Mayor Johnson says 
he is pot a candidate for anything. his 
address today on what the party should 
advocate was accepted as indicating’ 
his expectation at the state convention, 
and his friends were enthusiastic In say- 
ing the nomination for governor would 
come to him without the aggressive can- 
vass that is beng made by the Zimmer- 
man organization. 

Ex-Congressman Lentz not only in- 
dorsed Johnson's speech, but insisted on 
cheaper telegraph gervice. While Lentz 
was the only senatorial candidate pres- 
ent, there was some talk also of Melville 
E. Ingalls, and Charles W, Baker, of 
Cincinnati; Allen W. Thurman, of Colum- 
bus, and others. It Is evidént that there 
will be quite a euntest at the coming 
state convention for senatorial indorse- 
ment. The talk about Johnson for gov- 
ernor this year was coupled with him as 
the Bryap legatee for the presidential 
nomination next. year. 

The speaking concluded shortly after 
noon, when all the speakegs lunched to- 
gether.

Fierce Storm Tears Through 
the World's Fair Grounds 
at St Louis

Men at Work on the Fair Buildings 
Were Hurled to the Ground 
by the Force of the Wind. 
Property Loss Is Not 
Large. 


St. Louis, August 5.—A wind and rain 
storm of brief duration swept over 8t. 
Louis today and tore through the world’s 
fair ground, killing Theodore Richter, a 
florist, probably fatally injuring A. R. 
Clark, a carpenter, and severely injuring 
seven laborers, besides causing damage to 
world’s fair buildings and other property 
to the extent of $10,000. The greatest fury 
of the storm was felt at the world’s fair 
grounds. 

The day had been extremely warm, the 
temperature registering 94 degrees. Sud- 
denly the sky began growing dark and 
soon the storm broke. with the force of 
a gale. In the city pedestrians hurried to 
shelter and the wind swept through the 
streets, but caused little damage outside 
of broken windows here and there, the 
falling of a few street signs and the 
leveling of shade trees. 

At the world’s fair grounds the wind 
was a miniature tornado. The agricul- 
tural building stood in its path and six 
laborers working on scaffolding were 
hurled to the ground, and nine sets of 
trusses and timbers were razed.

Terrific Wind Storm. 

Lawrence, Kan., August 5.—The most 
terrific wind storm in years struck here 
tonight. Trees were leveled in all parts 
of town. Roofs were blown from building. 
signs torn down, the electric light and 
telephone plants put out of business and 
the streets made impassable by debris.

Constitution Bureau, 467 Second Street, 
Macon, Ga., August 5.—(Special.)—With 
his throat gashed in three or four places, 
ene of the gashes having severed his 
windpipe, Robert Wright, a Houston 
county farmer, was found lying in a 
thick grove near the roadside close to 
Walden, near Macon, where he has been 
since Saturday night last, unable to 
move. 

Tonight Wright is resting in the city 
‘hospital under the watchful eye of Dr. 
Elder, who has little hopes of hts recov- 
ery. 

Saturday last Wright left his home near 
. Fort Valley for Macon, driving a mule 
to a light wagon. He did not return 
home the next day, &® was expected, but 
early Monday morning the mule and 
wagon were found near the house, and 
an investigation revealed spots of blood 
on the wagon body. Quickly friends of 
Wright started out on a search, but 
throughout the day it was without suc- 
eess. The search was renewed Tuesday | 
and progressed today until shortly af- 

* ter noon, when Wright was found in a 
thick clump of bushes near the road 
“sie almost dead from the loss of blood and 
starvation. 

Being within a few miles of Macon, 
the authorities here were communicated 
with and the county ambulance was 
sent Out for the injured man. He was 
brought to the hospital, and when Drs. 
- Elder and Winship examined the wounds 
it looked like a sure case of only a few 
moOre breaths. Three ugly gashes, each 
vne being dangerous, were found on 
Wright's throat. One of the gashes had 
severed the windpipe and hew the man 
has kept alive is somewhat a perplexing 
question with the hospital physicians. 

At first Wright was unable to give 
any account of his condition, but after 
his wounds had been dressed and a little 
nourishment had been administered he 
grew communicative. He says while he 
was driving. along the road near the

Young Men on Bicycles At- 
lacked by Negroes, 


Thirty Saots Fired—Both Sides Drew 
Pistols — Negroes Used Sling 
Shots and Rocks—Battle 
uasted Twenty Minutes. 
Arrests May Follow. 


A fierce battle was fought yesterday 
afternoon about 5 o’clock near Brook- 
wood between five white youths and a 
gang 6? about twenty-five negroes. Pis- 
tols, sling shots and stones were used. 
One of the white youths had a bullet 
hole made through his clothes, four or 
five of the negroes were injured, and 
one of them is believed to have been 
ehot. The battle lasted twenty minutes 
and about thirty shots in all were fired. 
Et was remarkable that some of the par- 
ticipants were not killed,

NEAT SUNDAY SELECTED 
FOR HIS CORONATION 


He Refuses To Get in the Sedia 
Gestatoria, Saying That He 
Never Intends To “Enter 
That Box’’—Anecdotes 
of the New Pope. 


August 5.—The_ spirit of the 
“king is dead, long live the king,’’ which 
has been repeated through all the long 
ages upon a change of sovereignty, was 
the dominant note today at the vatican 
among those who gathered there, not to 
acknowledge an earthly sovereign, but to 
accept without reserve Pope Pius X as 
their spiritual king. 

Today Americans enjoyed the privilege 
and honor of being the first among those 
of many other countries were were to 
follow, to convey to his holiness the hom- 
age of the nations. The American pil- 
grimage, conducted by John C. McGrane, 
of New York, and Father Lynch, of Niag- 
ara university, of Buffalo, N. Y., which 
left the United States for its plous jour- 
ney to Rome to receive the blessing of 
Teo XIII, arrived while the conclave was

sitting. 
Cardinal Gibbons yesterday secured the 


consent of the pope to receive his fellow 
countrymen. 


American Pilgrims Greet Pius &. 

This afternoon all were at the bronze 
doors of the vatican. They were met by 
Mer. Kennedy, rector of the American 
college, and conducted to the hall of in- 
scriptions. After a considerable walt 
there was a fhurmured “‘hush, hush!” and 
two Swiss guards entered from a corri- 
dor. Before the pilgrims could quite re- 
alize it, the pope stood among them. 
Pius K {s a little taller than Cardinal 
Gibbons, giving, however, the impression 
of being a much larger man, as he is 
inclined to stoutness. He has abundant 
gray hair with no sign of baldness, dark, 
clear eves, handsome features. a magnifi- 
cent voice, low, to which {!s added a 
peculiar grace, due to his musical Vene- 
tinn accent. His whole person emanated 
great dignity and cordiality. 

He walked slowly. but with the firm- 
ness of quite a vanng man. down the 
long Ine. accompanied by Cardinal Gib- 
and Mer. Kennedy, and gave to 
each of the pilgrims as he passed his 
hand to he @issed. He spoke a few words 
to almost every one. Pins X was array- 
ed completely in white. without a gieam 
of color. except that which sparkled from 
the huge emerald ring on his finger. 
Cardinal Gibbons was __on his right. In 
red robes, and Mgr. Kennedy on his left in 
purple. They were preceded by Swiss 
guards, with halberdg, and followed by 
members of the noble guard. The mov- 
ing group was set off by the kneeling 
women. who were all in black. The men 
wore dress suits and the priests black 
gowns. Pope Pius X appeared to be very 
much interested when Father Lynch pre- 
sented to him a box containing a white 
zucchetto, saving’ 

“We would be extremely 
your holiness would accept this 
exchange for the one vou wear.” 

Blessing for Colored People. 

“T will cheerfully do so.’’ the pone re- 
plied. Thereupon Mer. Bisleti lifted the 
zucchetto which the pope wore from his 
head and replaced it with the one which 
had been presented by Father Lynch.

When Pius reached the persons who 
waved two American flags vesterday at 
St. Peter. who were carrying them today, 
he exclajmed: 

“Cara, cara, America, dear America— 
forty-four stars, eh?’ 

When he reached the last person ifn 
the line, he turned and, while all the pil- 
grims knelt, he gave the apostolic bless- 
ing. endings with the words: 

“T recommend myself to your plous 
prayers.’’ 

It wag a moment of most intense emo- 
tion and scarcely an eve was dry. 

First Day as Pope. 

Pius X rose at 6:30 this 
morning, saying that he did not. Wish 
to change his habits. He slept 
last night in the apartment occupied by 
Cardinal Oreglia during the interregnum, 
which is situated on the first floor of 
the vatican. No steps have been taken 
concerning the pontiff’s ultimate quarters, 
but it is already said that he desires 
them to be extremely modest. 

At 7:15 the pope said mass, assisted 
only by Mgr. Bressan, his conclayist. He 
afterwards took breakfast. which consist- 
ed of only coffee. milk and a roll. Then, 
as he stood agajnst the window, from 
which he caught @ glimpse of the gardens 
of the vatican, the pontiff exclaimed: 

“My first pleasure, when I can spare a 
moment, will,be to explore the gar- 
dens, which now confine my little world. 
Heigho! How shall I get on without 
my iong country trips? How I shail 
miss them and my sea!’ 

Pove Pius wished to see personally most 
of the innumerable telegrams of con- 
gratulation received, giving instructions 
for the answerg to those for which he 
cared most, and looked at the copies, 
changing here and there a word. 

Cardinals Kiss Pope’s Foot. 

The third and last obedience of the sa- 
cred college was consummated this morn- 
ing with the same ceremonial as before, 
in the Sistine chapel, the poppe being 
in his full pontifical robes, and palpably 
restored in mind and nerves by a night’s |} 
rest.

saying. word for word: 

“I love the Americans, who gre 
the blooming youth of Catholicism. 
Convey to all of them how gladly 
I tmpart my apostolic blessing 
to the whole country.” 

They themselves in turn re- 
ceived a hearty embrace from Pius X. 
The music was directed by Abbe Perosi!, 
who was the pontiff’s protege, all present 
remarking how the Sistine choir had im- 
proved since being under the abbe’s care. 
Every available corner of the .small 
chapel was filled this morning, and those 
present seemed to forget Plug X in their 
pleasure in the magnificent harmony of 
the volces of the choir, and the feast 
of color as they rested their eyes on the 
pictures before them. The ceremony end- 
éd about noon. 

Both going to and coming from the 
Sistine chapel, when he passed through 
the Raphael loggia and the ducale hail, 
the pope refused to be carried In the 
sedia gestatoria, which, however, followed 
him. After taking a few steps, he turn- 
ed to Mgr. Bislefti and sald; 

“I shall never voluntarily go into that 
box.”’ 

The new pope has Wie iar Cardinal 
Oregiia as camerlengo. Cardinal Agliiar- 
di will probably be secretary of state. 

The pope, yielding to the pressure ex- 
ercised by the foreign cardinals, who are 
desirous of. returning to thetr respective 
countries as soon as possible, has decided 
that hig coronation shall take Place next 
Sunday, 

Pope Pius X today received Prince 
Massino, the head of the papal section of 
the Roman aristocracy, who was accom- 
panied by his daughter in law, Princess 
Beatrice, the daughter of Don Carlos. 
The pontiff seemed especially giad to see 
her. saying: 

“We are from the same town. Your 
father is my friend and I have not forgot- 
ten his amiability in coming to see me off 
at the station, when I left for the con- 
clave, little imagining that I should nev- 
er see my beloved canals again. I hope 
your royal father will soon come to our 
court.’’ 

Count Muccioli, of the Noble Guard, 
who was attached to the pontiff during 
the conclave and who has an American 
wife, availing himself of the privilege to 
, ask the new pope a favor, has implored 
| Pius X to reinstate his comrade of the 
Noble Guard, Count Pietro Marchi, who 
not long ago was suspended for having 
given an afternoon tea inside the vati-

Anecdotes of New Pope. 

A few anecdotes show what manner of 
man Pius AX is. His position as patriarch 
af Venice brought him $2,000 to $2,400 a 
year, which did not go far, when he had 
paid the bills for all of his numerous 
So when he was called sudden- 
ly to leave Venice he often found himself 
without money. Once, when he had to 
come to Rome, he was without a cent 
and did not know where to turn. He was 
finally obliged to borrow $400 from a 
bank and was in a perfect fever unti! 
the debt was paid. He has a nephew, 
John Baptist Sarto, who notwithstanding 
the relationship is only the archpriest of 
the small village of Pessagno, the birth 
place of Canova. 

When in the past people used to ask 
Cardinal Sarto what he would do if made 
pope, referring to his modesty and affa- 
bility, he replied: 

"a shall have 
red, that will be the only change. 
remain the same Sarto as ever.” 

He seems to have been sincere in think- 
ing that he would not be made pope. 
Mar. Stratimirovich, the Venetian prelate, 
accompanied him to Rome and up to the 
door of the conclave, and in taking leavo, 
as usual, hoped that Cardinal Sarto would 
be made “pope. His eminence replied 
laughing: 

“No No fear for me. Tell me the 
number of your telephone and I will let 
you know who receives that honor.”’ 

In all of the excitement of his first 
triumph he kept his word and went to 
the telephone personally and called up 
the number, only to find that Mer. Strati- 
mirovich already knew the result of the 
balloting and was on his way to the 
vatican. 

Pius likes not only to walk, but to climb. 
A few days before he left Venice for 
Rome he ascended Mount Crappa, 5,500 
feet high. But his greatest enjoyment is 
musig. He is a great friend and admirer 
of ismrenzo Perosi, the eminent director 
of the pontifical choir, who was formerly 
maestro at St. Marks, Venice. Perosi is 
chiefly indebted to him for his musical 
career.

GO T0 DEFEND 
MAINE COAST 


War Ships Leave Bar Har- 
bor To Meet the Hostile 
Fleet, 


Bar Harbor, Me., August 5.—To defend 
the Maine coast from the attack from the 
“hostile fleet” of United States vessels 
which put to sea from here on Monday, 
the remaining of the north Atlantic 
squadron sailed from here today, 

The flagship Kearsarge, with Rear Ad- 
miral Parker commanding, led the way 
out, but soon after they were clear of 
the harbor, the vessels separated to.pro- 
ceed to the positions, or sections of coast 
assigned to them for protection. As the 
orders were sealed none of the ships 
knew what its station was to be until 
after the departure from hers 

With Admiral Barker to act on the de- 
fensive are Admiral Coghlan on his flag 
ship, the Olympia, and Admiral Wise on 
his flag ship, the Yankee. The other ves- 
sels of the fleet are the battle ship Ala- 
bama and Illinois, the cruisers Baltimofe, 
Prairie and Panther, the dispatch boat 
Vixen, the torpedo destroyers Decatur, 
Bainbridge, Barry, Dale and Chauncey, 
two government tugs and the school ship 
Hartford. 

As the hostile fleet, which safled Mon- 
day under Rear Admiral Sands fs per- 
mitted to make an attack or attempt 
anchorage at any time after this noon, it 
is expected every vessel on the defense 
will reach its position before nightfall. 
They must protect the coast from Cape 
Ann to Eastport. 

Admiral Sands’ squadron includes the 
battle ships Indiana, Massachysetts and 
Texas, and three torpedo destroyers. 

Britain’s Fleet in Mimic War. 

Tondon, August 6.—War was declared 
today between the home fleet under the 
command of Admiral Wilson and the 
Mediterranean fleet, commanded by Ad- 
miral Donville. The annual British naval 
maneuvers thus commenced, are regard- 
ed as the most interesting yet devised by 
the admiralty. Altogether 26 battle ships 
and 43 cruisers will be entered in a con- 
test for the command of the sek between 
two maritime countries. 

The opposing fleets are yepresented by 
the letters B and X, the former being the 
home fleet, which is divided into two 
squadrons, one at Brerheaven, Ireland, 
commanded by Admiral Wilson, and the 
other at Madeira, under Lord Charles 
Beresford. 

The problem to the home fleet is to 
effect a junction of forces at sea, while 
on Admiral Domville, in command of the 
X fleet, concentrated at La Gos, Portu- 
gal, is imposed the task of finding Ad- 
mira] Wilson’s or Lord Beresford’s squad- 
ron before they are Able to affect a junc- 
tion and defeat whichever is discovered 
first, before the other comes to its a&- 
sistance. 

The operations cease at noon, August I1. 

Independent of these maneuvers, oper- 
ations by torpedo craft are proceeding on 
the Irish’ coast, 61 destroyers, 87 tor- 
pedo boats and 19 other seagoing vessels

AT EXPOSITION 


Senate Passes Bill Appro- 
priating $30,000 for the 
Purpose, 


Georgia will be found adequately and 
splendidly represented at the great Liuls- 
ilana Purehase exposition at St. Louis. 
This was finally determined yesterday 
when the senate, by a vote of 24 to lf, 
passed the exposition appropriation reso- 
lution as it was reported from the com- 
mittee on appropriations. This carries a 
cash appropriation of $30,000 with which 
to supplement the present excellent ex- 
hibit which the state has. The expendl- 
ture of this money is placed in the hands 
of the governor and the commissioner 
of agriculture. Under their plans $25,000 
of this sum is to be used in preparing an 
agricultural exhibit, while $5,000 will be 
used in supplementing the exhibits of 
minerals, marbles and woods which are 
now in the possession of the state geolo- 
gist. 

None of this appropriation will go to 
the payment of transportation charges, 
the railroads having agreed to transport 
the exhibit free, and none is to go to 
clerk hire or installation of the exhibit, 
this work being done by the clerical 
force of the different departments o2 
the capitol. It is the judgment of the 
committee and of the governor that the 
amount appropriated will be ample to 
give an exhibit of which all Georgians 
will have good reason to feel proud. The 
bill having passed the senate wi]! doubt- 
less be promptly coricurred in by the 
house.

Given a Short Shrift by ay 


Mob in Washington 


William Hamilton, Who Outraged 
and Murdered Mabel Richards, 
Lynched, Despite Efforts 
of Sheriff Richards, the 
Girl’s Father. 


Asotin, Wash., August 5.—Despite the 
efforts ‘of the litile victim’s father. Sher- 
iff Richards, of Asotin county, who had 
sworn in twenty-five deputies to guard the 
jail, William Hamilton, a_ well-to-do 
farmer, the self-confessed outrager and 
murderer of little Mabel Richards, was 
forcibly taken from the Asotin county 
jail shortly after midnight and lynchel 
by a mob of over 1,000 men which had 
been congregating all day from all parts 
of Asotin county. 

All night long the feeling that Hamil. 
ton should be strangled each instant grew 
in volume. There were those who thought 
the wretch shouid be tortured, but it was 
finally agreed that vengeance would Le 
satisfied by blotting out the life of the 
beast.

COTTON IS POOR 
IN SOME FIELDS 


Almost a Failure on Sandy 
Lands--Effect of the 
Weather. 


Hawkinsville, Ga., August 5.—(Special.; 
The cotton crop of the wire grass region 
of this state is perhaps better than that 
of central or north Georgia, if reports 
be true; but the crop ig not good in this 
section by any means. It is geneyally 
late, and as yet the young cotton has not 
frutted well. There is a general com- 
plaint, too, that the old cotton, while the 
weed in some sections is plenty large, yet 
there is comparatively little fruit on it. 
There is no uniformity whatever in the 
size of the cotton this season, and there 
is the .gyveatest difference imaginable 
in the size and general condition of the 
weed in different sections of the country. 
The larger plantations, generally speak- 
ing, have the poorest crops. There are 
no good crops on the sandy lands, but 
instead, there is almost a failure. 

Farmers attribute the condition of the 
cotton crop not In particular to the quality 
of the commercial fertilizers they have 
used, but rather to the injury the young 
cotton received in April, while the wind 
for the greater part of that month pre- 
vailed from the north and west. Cotton 
received a stunt then from which it has 
never recovered, nor will it ever, as for 
that matter. The dry, hot weather that 
has prevailed for the last two or three 
weeks injured cotton. In mapy locali- 
ties the coNton looks very unhealthy, 
showing plainly the effects of the hot, 
dry weather. Then again in some localil- 
ties the weed is so small and blooming 
so low that but very little can be ex- 
pected from such cotton, 

Unless there lg a great change for the 
better, and it is getting rather late now, 
for weather conditions to do a great deal 
of good, we will not make more than half 
a crop, if that much. It is generally ad- 
mitted that this crop has been a hard one 
to cultivate and that, so far, it has been 
a very expensive one, too, The worst 
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feature about the cotton is simply this: ; 


There igs such a marked difference in 
the size and quality of the crops in dif- 
ferent sections that .while one. section 
may make money, another will loose it. 


No one expects cotton to be less than 10 | 


cents, if not more. 

The corn crop down this way is good. 
The ground pea crop, too, is looking well,

Then Lands in Second Sty 
of Deparment Store 


Awful Accident at Tuscaloosa, Ala., 
Last Night—Two Men Killed, 
Several Injured and Lead- 
ing Business Houses 
Are Damaged. 


Tuscaloosa, Ala., August 5.—(Special.)— 
Tuscaloosa is in darkness tonight as a 
result of the destruction of the plant of 
the Tuscaloosa Light and Power Company 
by explosion of a 100-horse-power boiler. 

The explosion occurred about 6:30 
o'clock this evening, and as a result sev- 
eral of the leading business houses are 
damaged to the extent of about $25,000. 
Those who suffered most were Friedman 
& Roseau, Maxwell Raiford Jewelry Com- 
pany, and Prince & Son, all of whom 
were One to two blocks from the plant. 

Two Lives Lost. 

Two negroes, Adolf Johnson and N. 
Johnson, who were near the boiler at the 
time, were instantly killed, while A. M. 
McGhee, the lessee, and his engineer, 
Mr. Crawford, miraculously escaped with 
a few brulses. Both were knocked down, 

E. W. Houseman, who lives near the 
scene of destruction, was at work in 
his yard and was struck by pieces of the 
boiler and badly bruised. 

Where the plant stood !s a mass of 
ruins and machinery, which is scattered 
for squares around. So great was the 
explosion that the botler, which weighed 
%® tons, was thrown in the air several 
hundred feet, and was thrown due west,

CAMPBELL SUPERIOR COURT. 


Frank Reeves Acquitted of the 


Charge of Murder. 

Fairburn, Ga., August 56.—(Special.)— 
Campbell superior court was convened 
on last Monday for the regular August 
term, Hon. L. S. Roan, judge of the Stone 
Mountain circuit, presiding. The civil 
docket was disposed of in short order, 
and the court went into the trial of crim- 
inal cases. On Tuesday Will Taylor, a 
burly negro, was convicted of assault 
on a negro girl, his wife's sister, and 
sentenced by Judge Roan to fifteen years 
in the genitentiary. 

Today the case of Milo Collier, charged 
with criminal assault on little Annie 
Bell Askew, the ll-year-old daughter of 
L, O. Askew, marsha} of Palmetto, 
been on trial, and went to the jury this 
afternoon, but no verdict has yet been 
rendered. 

The case of Frank Reeves, charged with 
murder, was tried this afternoon. This 
is the last of the celebrated ‘‘Cochran 
cases” in which eight men were indicted 
and charged with killing an old negro, 
Sterling Thompson, in this county on 
Thursday night, January 3, 1901. The 
county commissioners employed Detective 
J. M. Hewett, of Atlanta, and 
his efforts two of the 
convicted at the February 
and given life sentences in 
tiary. Another: defendant, L. A. Hester, 
confessed to the crime, and was also 
given a life sentence. Four other defend- 
ants later confessed at the August term, 
1901, and were given shorter sentences in 
the penitentiary. Frank Reeves, one of 
the defendants, has been away, but re- 
turned .severa] months ago, and gave 
himself up, and made bond. His attorney, 
Colonel J. F. Golightly, demanded a trial 
at this term of the court. The only testi- 
mory to connect him with the crime was 
that of L. A. Hester, who had confessed 
to the crime himself. In his confession 
and testimony in the other cases, + he 
stated that the conspirators got Frank 
Reeves to join them that night on the 
way to Thompson's house. some of tnem 
going in Reeves’: buggy, but that Reeves 
had nothing whatever to do with the 
crime, except that he was present on 
the outside when they went in the ne- 
gro’'s house. There was no other evi- 
dence to connect Reeves with the crime, 
and as there was no corroborating. evi- 
dence, the court held that under the law 
Reeves could not be convicted on the un- 
corroborated evidence of an accomplice, 
and Reeves was given a verdict of not 
guilty. The evidence of Reeves’ family. 
as shown by the recordin the former 
trials, showed that Reeves had not left 
his home at all on-the night of the mur- 
der.

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| ‘The San Francisco Call has had the 
foolish effrontery to discuss the race 
‘problem in the south. Perhaps its 


| sense of loyalty to the republican pol- 


icy regarding the negro has made it 
‘feel this call and caused it to dig a 
pit for its own ill-guided feet. 

The tenor of its article is based 
upon the unqualified dictum that “all 
men are born free and equal” and the 
Other idea that “God made of one 
blood all the nations of the earth.” 
In noticing the arguments of The Call 
we do not care to go again over the 
construction the authors of the first 
dictum put upon their phrase, nor to 
discuss the scientific destruction of 
the other theory found in scriptural 
text. 

The point we make on The Call is 
that California and its newspapers 
have no right, under the laws of con- 
sistency, to criticise any state or peo- 
ples of this union for violating the 
“all men are born free and equal” 
dictum. California and her sister 
States of the region -west of the 
Rockies have been discriminating for 
years against the Chinese that con- 
stitute so large a part of their popula- 
tions. They have appealed to the 
country and been powerful enough po- 
litically to cause the United States 
congress to yiolate treaty stipulations 
with China in order to shut out Chi- 
nese immigration and degrade the Chi- 
nese in California, Oregon and Wash- 
ington of the rights of citizenship, 
even when naturalized. Chinamen 
regulariy naturalized may vote in 
pther states, but California invented 
and imposed the disfranchisement, 
rigid as steel, to which we have al- 
luded. ° 

The Call is very pert in demanding 
that the whole mass of ignorant, 
thriftless and corruptible negro citi- 
zenship of the south shal] be allowed 
to vote, but what does it reply when 
We demand to know if the Chinaman 
does not fall within the dictum that 
“all men are born free and equal?” 
They are not so dealt with in Cali- 
fornia, but why not? If God made of 
one blood all nations, why does The 
Call and all its fellow-Californians dis- 
criminate against the patient, docile, 
industrious Chinaman? How can they 
answer for their own repudiation of 
his “equal rights” while insisting that 
We of the south must accord to the 
negro al] the fullness of equal rights? 

If the white race is not superior to 
the negro race it certainly is not su- 
perior to the Chinese race. And if the 
negro is allowed full citizenship 
rights in California, why is not the 
Chinaman accorded equal rights with 
him? These are elemental, yet cru- 
cial, questions and The, Call cannot 
afford not to answer them frankly and 
honestly. 
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Temptations of the Telephone. 

Some of our contemporaries have 
written with surprise that in this clear 
morning of the twentieth century the 
German Baptists have forbidden their 
members to have telephones in their 
homes. 

It is declared in some quarters that 
this edict is a most inexplicable an- 
achronism and ill-befitting religionists 
living in these days when the Almghty 
is providing from nature's secrets so 
many blessings, as telephones, wire- 
less messages, radium, etc. 

But, perhaps, the governing body of 
the German Baptists is dealing with 
the matter with a wisdom inconceiva- 
ble to the ordinary man or editor. 
Some of us can dimly see a wholesome 
rationale for their action concerning 
this telephone business. Anybody who 
has had to deal much with “central” 
and have no answer, or “can’t get 
em,” or “busy—call again,” fired at 
him can understand the strong tempta- 
tion offered by such experiences to go 
off for half an hour out of hearing of 
the police and “cuss at a mark!” 

On the principle that prevention is 
better than curé, perhaps, the national 
conference of German Baptists think 
it wiser to keep temptations to whole- 
sale swearing away from their mem- 
bers than to absolve them from their 
“cussedness” afterwards. If this is 
their reason for the rule they ought 
not to be harshly criticised for mak- 
ing it. 
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The Crowning of Lanier. 

In the “American Men of Letters” 
series a volume is accorded to Sidney 
Lanier. After all his own years of 
want and work, of weariness from pur- 
poseful wanderings in the vast firma- 
ment of imagination that mirages a 
spiritualized earth, this poet of the 
south is, without the aid of any per- 
sonal advocate, accorded the apoth- 
eosis of artistic fame. Stephenson 
Browne points out that twenty-five 
years ago, even after Lanier had sung 
the American pean from the centen- 
nial platform, his work was the jibe 
of the irreverent gad-flies of the press 
and purblind critics took gavage de- 
light in scarifying the sensitive self- 
consciousness of the gentle Anacreon 
of the south. 

But the slow equities of time anf 
study have gradually massed a host 
of converging judgments to nominate 
him as one of the immortals of so 
much of our literature as is worthy to 
be called classic. Now in a well- 
ordered and finely discriminated gal- 
lery of the American children of the 
sun his name is given a shining set- 
ting and righteous placement. But 


one other southern author appears in 


the same company—the gifted and 

graceful William Gilmore Simms. 
This paucity of southern representa- 
tion cannot be justly attributed to 
prejudice against our authors. The 
eyvn_anation and proof is found in the 
that in the “American Statesmen” 
4s Of biographies fifteen southern- 
zerbalance the thirteen northern- 
Hoy Signalized. Every informed 
Meer knows that prior to the 

. 


‘| civil warjour men of brains and ex- 


pression gave themselves with an al- 
most oriental. devotion to the study 
and practice of statesmanship. Until 
the event of that wer they carried the 
eagles in almost every political con- 
flict and wére acknowledged past mas- 
ters in statecraft. Since the war our 
possibilities have been limited by the 
harshness of our politica) situation and 
the enforced necessity to carry on & 
long, humiliating defense of confes- 
sion and avoiaance. Whenever the 
courage of southern representatives 
grows up to their occasions the old 
efficiency will come back and the old 
victories be repeated. 

The honor now tard.ly done to Sid- 
ney Lanier will be applauded wher- 
ever his name has gone into the study 
and the school. The art of his work- 
manship and the inherent opalescent 
glories of his masterpieces, each oval 
as the face of a divinity and pure of 
purpose as the heart of a saint, will 
grow in cultured approbations as long 
as literature maintains a shrine in the 
midst of our increasingly barbaric 
materialism. 

Herein, however, is an inspiration to 
the ambitions of gouthern authors. 
The works of our fictional and historic 
writers are gaining a better fame 
every year and there is good reason to 
hope that as the series of “American 
Men of Letters” lengthens the south- 
erners may overtake and pass all 
competitors. 


-. 
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Education—An Art or a science. 

One of the interesting books of the 
year is that brochure of Samuel Bower 
Sinclair on “The Possibility of a Sci- 
ence of Education.” We would like it 
much better if the author had sub- 
stituted the word “art” where he uses 
“science” in the title. Education is 
not, as popularly understood, a sci- 
ence, but rather the development of 
sciences to the self-apprehension and 
appreciation of the student, or, if you 
please, the pupil. 

The word education is the resultant 
of compounding “ex” and “ducere” and 
is the art of drawing out of the pupil 
the embryonic and latent powers that 


lie within him. Education is not a 


packing in or hanging on process. 


It is not the mere drill of memory Or | 


the faith. adoption of facts, except in 
the matters of history and geography. 
The proper effect of education is to 
arouse and train mental powers and so 
equip the spirit in every man to prac- 
tice and test the sciences that apper- 
tain to his routine or progressive life. 

Pedagogy, with the above under- 
standing of the content of education, 
is a “science” falsely so called. Rath- 
er is it an art and one of the most 
delicate and determinate of the arts 
needful to a well-ordered civilization. 
The qualified and effective teacher is 
that one whose knowledge of this art 
of pedagogy is such as to enable him 
orherto size up accurately the per- 
sonal equation of each individual pu- 
pil and draw out into comprehension 
and power the germ talents within its 
spirit. 

Science, derived from “scio’’—to 
know—strictly construed would mean 
no more than to know what constitutes 
a form of education and ability to 
judge when it has been accomplished 
in a given individual. But both those 
are variable conditions and inhibit the 
possibility of any man being an ade- 
quate educational scientist. But “to 
know how” to educate an individual by 
drawing out the length and power of 
his talential endowments is to be an 
artist—a combiner of the sciences ap- 
propriate to the ambitions and expres- 
sable potentials of the pupil. 

The fault of much of the education 
of the present day consists of repres- 
sion instead of expression. Pupils are 
like our soldiers in a campaign—fed 
on hard tack of ancient baking and 
tinned goods whose nourishment has 
been extracted in the process of can- 
ning. It is the old enfeebling method 
of giving identical rations to uni- 
dentical systems. The varying powers 
of appetite, digestion and assimilation 
prevent about three-fourths of the 
food from having healthful effects. 

What we need in America, and in 
the south especially, is men and wo- 


men who know 4he art of educating | 


and who, having been competently 


educated to their artistic calling, are | 


able to bring out the powers of their 
pupils until each shall appear a spe- 
cial creation—a living captain of pow- 
ers—and by so much exceed the per- 
fect marble images of Phidias and the 
divinely colored canvases of Michel- 
angelo. . 

The Georgia National Highway. 

The building of a national highway 
from Chattanooga to Atlanta along the 
route of the world-famous Fabian re- 
treat of Joe Johnston and his Ther- 
mopylean legions of men in gray 
would be a work of historic apprecia- 
tion and practical usefulness. It 
would embody patriotic significance 
to thousands of families in the south 
and the north as long as American 
lineage can be traced back to the 
blue and gray heroes who contested 
every mile of that bloody and mem- 
orable route. 
. The objection that the public funds 
of the nation should not be/ devoted 
to such a work is untenable in the face 
of the uses to which those funds have 
been put in the past and are now be- 
ing used. The devotion of the public 
moneys to the building of Pacific rail- 
ways, the irrigation of arid lands in 
the west and to road, school house and 
experiment station building in our 
island possessions are precedents too 
prominent and recent to give validity 
to a claim that the building of a na- 
tional military road along the John- 
ston-Sherman route, would be unlaw- 
ful. | ox 

The value of the road as an educa- 
tive route that millions of tourists, 
possessed of historic curiosity, would 
traverse can scarcely be estimated. 
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From every viewpoint along the line 
they would learn history as it was 
made on the spot and not as it has 
since been written by prejudiced pens 
guided by jaundiced eyes. 

The road would also induce a more 
compact settlement of the territory 
through which it would course and em- 


ploy many thotsands of new settlers, 


in the development and use of the 
riches that lie dormant in the fields, 
ore beds and quarries that are adja- 
cent to the line. A good highway is 
a giant’s causeway to civilizing forces 
and this projected road, if built, would 
soon become lined from end to end 
with prosperous farms, homes and new 
villages for trades and industries. 

One of the principal things to be ex- 
pected from it would be the building 
of a trolley line throughout its full 
length, giving rapid and cheap transit 
for passengers, frequent mails and 
light freights. This feature would 
greatly influence the traffic with At- 
lanta and afford an additional strong 
stimulus to the filling up of the coun- 
try adjacent to the road with a lively 
and progressive population. 

We should like to see the Georgia 
delegation get behind this measure 
with the influence it can command and 
unite southern support in congress 
for it. Properly handled the project 
should find excellent favor with the 
northern representatives, who ought 
not to be either blind or callous to 
the historical motives for making this 
nationa] highway. It would be cred- 
itable to the nation and but a fair 
step in the way of generous reparation 


to Georgia.

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MAJOR HANSON SPEAKS 


, 


Athens, Ga., August 5.—(Special.)—Ma- 
jor J. F. Hanson, of Macon, delivered 
before the State Agricultural Society, at 
its meeting today, the following address 
on the “Development of the South:” 

“Afteg the fall of the confederacy, the 
southern states were confronted with 
problems that were difficult beyond those 
arising from the ordinary losses incident 
to a four years’ war. Our lands were 
run dowr, our farms were poorly stock- 
ed, our tools and implements were few 


| and antiquated and in poor repair, while 


we had neither money nor credit. Our 
railroads were torn up in some casms, and 
where they were left intact did not com- 
pare on main lines with unimportant 
branch lines of today. 

“In addition to the poverty and help- 
lessness that wag universal our labor 
System had been revolutionized by the 
change from slave labor to free labor. 
‘We were without diversity, or resources 
that were available, and the people were 
depressed by the failure of the cause 
for which they had fought and the fear- 
ful loss of life and property sacrificed in 
that great struggle. 

“It was apparent to those who compre- 
hended even partially the changes that 
had taken place with respect to labor 
that this would not only permit, but 
would render necessary corresponding 
changes in our industrial organism. How 
this was to be brought about, or when 
it would come no one could tell, for we 
were without the money, the experience 
Or skill necessary for manufacturing. 
There wero many who felt that the 
struggle was almost if not entirely hope- 
less. There were others who bravely 
faced the future, and by precept and ex- 
ample pointed the way to a new era 
in which we were to be more prosperous 
with universal freedom and diversified 
industry than we had ever been through 
Slavery and exclusive agriculture. For, 
if by reason ef our estimate of the value 
of slavery, or from a disposition to pro- 
tect the institution from contact with 
diversified classes, the south prior to 
the war was engaged almost exclusively 
in agriculture, our weakness by reason 
of the want of manufacturing when the 
struggle in defense of slavery came, had 
Impressed us with the necessity for man- 
ufacturing as the basis for prosperity 
in time of peace, and as essential to suc- 
cessful defense in time of war. Under 
these conditions and at this. critical 
time in our-history the purpose to make 
Georgia a great manufacturing state was 
born, and results so far show that this 
purpose was not born do die. , 

Causes of State’s Progress. 

‘In discussing our industrial develop- 
ment, I do not propose to say much if 
anything with reference to our natural 
resources. Of these you have heard much 
that is justified by fact, and much yper- 
haps that Is not true. However this may 
be, we possess nothing in this respect 
that we did not have when Oglethorpe 
came to Georgia. Prior to the period un- 
der review, we made practically no prog- 
ress in developing our resources, what- 
ever they may have been. During this 
period we have made great progress. 
Whether the causes #@hat resulted in the 
neglect of, and possibly gpposition bo, 
manufacturing were those that I have 
suggested, or whether we failed of de- 
velopment in this direction from these 
Or other causes, or from both combined, 
it ig true that since the war we have 
made great progress. Our natural re- 
sources were not sufficient in one period, 
with conditions then existing, to pro- 
mote manufacturing and hence the con- 
clushon is reasonable that our develop- 
ment since the war has been due to other 
causes than the possession of abnormal 
natural resources. This development re- 
sulted from the supreme purpose of our 
people to make Georgia a manufacturing 
State. Neither progress nor stagnation 
are the results of accident. The reasons 
for both are easily discovered when hon- 
estly looked for. Develapment does not 
come without reason or of itself. It is 
the result of both necessity and favorable 
circumstanceg or condigoOns, and will be 
rapid or slow, great or small, according 
to necessities and opportunities. 


In’ 1892 


which if not productive are just as es- 
sential, as, for instance, our railroads, 
banks and commercial establishments, it 
follows as a matter of course that good 
policy as well as justice requires the 
promotion by: good policy and the protec- 
tion by just laws of the railroad, the 
merchant and the banker, as well as the 
farmer and the manufacturer. Our prog- 
ress in the past has been due in the 
initiative to causes already stated. The 
method and means of promotion, almost 
without exception, have been by and 
through corporations. This will be true 
sin the future, and for very simple réa- 
sons. This is the only way in which 
adequate capital can be controlled for 
large enterprises, or by which the en- 
terprises themselves or the capital in- 
vested in them can be perpetuated. There 
are but few manufacturing, commercial 
or financial establishments in the state of 
any magnitude that are not incorporated. 
No one will say that corporations are 
illegal or illegitimate, 
will admit that they are necessary; but 
while this is true, the property of corpo- 
rations is not protected by the courts as 
is the property of other citizens. It is a 
well known fact that in many of the 
communities of the state there are law- 
yers and politicians who are knewn as 
anti-corporation lawyers and anti-corpo- 
ration politicians. The first are engaged 
in promoting suits against corporations 
and the second*‘in constant and unjust 
appeals to the ejudices of the people 
against corporations and in efforts to se- 
cure legislation that is unjust and wop- 
pressive to corporate capital, especially 
that invested in our railroads, whether 
it be home or foreign capital, both of 
which should be treated like investments 
in other property... You are fully ac- 
quainted with the facts with reference 
to anti-corporation lawyers and the prac- 
tices to which they resort. Both have be- 
come notorious and to such an extent 
that the judges of our courts, who are 
in’ the main, if not entirely, free from 
blame therefor, are powerless to protect 
corporations from wrong and injustice, 
resulting from these practices, which 
would not be tolerated if employed 
against private property.

Our railroads, in point of condition, 
equipment and service are unexcelled and 
probably unequalled anywhere {[n_ this 
country or in the world when the volume 
of traffie and rates charged are 
into account. This is the combined 
equipment, tho sum of the resources of 
the present with which we are to pursue 
the purpose formed a third of a century 
ago for the general upbuilding of the 
state, and which so far has produced 
larger and better results than we ex- 
pected to see. 

“It should not be forgotten, and this 
point I desire to impress upon you, that 
Our growth in the past has not been due 
alone to agriculture, as some would have 
you believe, nor to our manufacturing, 
commercial and financial establishments, 
nor to our railroads; but it has been due 
to all of these interests in cogibination 
with the others.

Agriculture’s Place. 


“By common consent, agriculture holds ! ; 
oe eticwrtu 0 , corporation politicians that the railroads 


the first place in our industries. But if 
we were all farmers to whom would the 
farmer sell? If there were no merchants, 
how would he reach the buyers? If there 
were no factories or tradesmen or rail- 
road employees, to whom would the mer- 
chant sell? If there were no railroads, 
how could the products of the farm be 
transported to market, or how could the 
farmer secure the supplies that he pur- 
chases, because he cannot or does not 
produce them? The absence of manufac- 
turing and commerce, of banking and 
transportation, is always fatal to agri- 
culture; hence the maxim that ‘the peo- 
pie of every agricultural country are 
poor.’ They are poor for want of diver- 
sity. This has,.been our experience and 
we have als@ learned from experience 
that with diVersity of industry, farming 
has become profitable. There is a reason 
for it. The building of cotton mills cre- 
‘ates a demand upon the farms for food 
and other supplies. This is true of every 
other branch of manufacturing. The cot- 
ton mills of the south have also become 
an important factor in the consumption of 
this staple, and more than once in recent 
yeara the effect of this demand for cotton 
has been potential in sustaining or ad- 
vancing prices. In every market where 
there is a large demand for cotton to 
supply local mills, prices are invariably 
higher than they are in similar markets 
where there is little or no local mill de- 
mand. In this fact we have an illustra- 
tion of the effect upon agriculture or 
manufecturing. Other fllustrations might 
be made, but this is the most important 
and best known effect, and for this rea- 
son it is submitted in substantiation of 
the principle involved, The merchant, the 
banker and the railroad are as useful 
to the farmer as the manufacturer. It 
will be found upon analysis that we can- 
not dispense with either of the classes 
named without injury and irreparable in- 
jury to the others. » 


Industries Mutually Dependent. 


“If there is mutual dependence be- 
tween our different productive interests, 
or between these interests and others 
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property on the other hand, they do not 
show the real injustice to the corpora- 
tions named, because the property of the 
corporations in 1891 and in 1901 was sub- 
ject to assessment by the comptroller gen- 
eral, while the owners of common prop- 
erty returned it for taxation at such 
valuations as they elected to place upon 
it and which were not subject to any ade 
equate system of revision. It is not con- 
tended that the railroads at either period 
were assessed for more than their value: 
but that common property was returned 
below its value. But notwithstanding the 
fact that railroad assessments increased 
in the ten years named $2 per cent, while 
their earnings increased but 41 per cent, 
the returns of farm lands were increased 
but 12 per cent, while the value of 
farm products increased 2 per cent. The 
returns of many other classes of property 
would demonstrate still greater injustice 
to the corporations because the facts show 
that between 1892 and 1902 the common 
property returns for taxation decreased 
nearly eleven millions of dollars. When 
it is remembered that the ten years in 
question were the most prosperous of any 
like period in the history of the state, 
and that if common property returns were 
honestly made, we went down hill finan- 
cially to the amount of over a million 
dollars annually, what will be said at 
home and abroad with reference to the 
value of our boasted natural] resources? 
The conclusion is irresistible that the 
common property of the state is not fairly 
returned for taxation, or that we either 
have not the natural advantages for nor- 
mal development or we are incapable of 
developing what we have. 


A Plea for Moderation. 


“As if the furdens placed upon the rall- 
roads by thfs inequality were not enough, 
it is now proposed to increase their as- 
sessment twenty millions’ of dollars, or 
35 per cent more than they were assessed 
for in 1992, and upon the plea of the anti- 


are not paying their just proportion of 
our taxes, I believe in the ‘wisdom, jus- 
tice and modderation’ of the people of 
Georgia in dealing with any questiean when 
the facts that it involves are placéd prop- 
erly before them. Beyond this, the con- 
servatism of the country people—the far- 
mers—must be relied upon to keep the 
state true to her motto and hence I bring 
this question to you for consideration in 
connection with our policies for the fu- 
ture. 

“We need legislation to equalize tax- 
ation. There’ are many systems in opera- 
tion in other states to accomplish this 
purpose and from these the methods we 
had best employ can be ascertained. The 
results will benefit the state by doubling 
her property returns, thus demonStrating 
her progress and wealth. Tax rates can 
be reduced one-half without reducing the 
income of the state; while low taxes will 
attract capital. 


Benefits of Corpo?ations. | 


“The” great progress that we have made 
and that the world has made during the 
last twenty-five years has been by and 
through corporations. If they are legiti- 
mate, lawful, necessary and indispensable 
to our progress, they should be protected 
with respect to taxation. They should be 
protected as other citizens are protected 
in the administration of law. These re- 
sults can only be obtained by the creation 
of an intelligent, sound and just public 
sentiment. Georgia should treat the capi- 
tal of her people and of our friends else- 
where, invested in her corporate securities 
just as she treats capital invested in other 
property. She should treat corporations 
as well aS they are treated by any other 
state, and as a question of good policy; 
of the best policy that she can pursue to 
promote her progress, I would have her 
treat them better than any, other state, 
If she does this, home capital will come 
out and foreign capital will flow to us for 
every development that promises profit 
and the brightest present dream of her 
future power and glory as a manufactur- 
ing state will be more than realized.”

Raleigh, N. C., August §.—(Special.)—A 
fight between Croatan Indians and ne- 
groes took place on the line of the new 
railway in Robeson county. He says six 
or seven were wounded, some badly, and 
that he heard there was fear of a con- 
tinuation of the trauble. 

A whisky distiller, gamed Sorrell, in 
Harnett county, has been arrested for 
open violation of the Watts liquor rég- 
ulation law. This is the first arrest yet 
made by the state. 

United States District Attorney A. E. 
Holton has sued Glenn Williams, the 


leading whisky distiller in the state, for 
$10,000 damages for horsewhipping Hol- 
ton, at Winston, several months ago. 
The suit is brought in Yadkin county, of 
which Holton is a native. 

The early corn hag been considerably 
injured by drought, especially on sandy 
land, but late corn is very vigorous and 
promising. Cotton is fruiting well and 
is full of blooms. The outlook for this 
crop is fair, though the plants are small. 
In the western part of the state tobacco 
is unusually fine. The curing of leaf 
is now in progress over much of the 
state. The quality is quite good, but 
the crop will n6t be as heavy as that 
last year. 

Tax Valuation of Railways. 

Some persons thought the valuation of 
the railways in the state would be as 
high as $100,000,000, but the general esti- 
mate was quite closely the valuation .as- 
sessed by the corporation commission 
—that is, $70,000,000. It is understood that 
the railways will be given a hearing Fri- 
day. There are some intimations that 
they will not make any fight upon this 
assessment. A railway attorney so inti- 
mated last Saturday. The most notabie 
increase in valuation in proportion to 
mileage is in the case of the Atlantic 
Coast Life. This system up to this 
time has been assessed at really a low 
rate.

The 
company said it would carry the case 
to the United States supreme court, but 
now decides not to do so, and #0 pays 
the money.

PEACE PACT 
FOR NATIONS 


Arbitration Treaty Between 
Britain and France 
Likely.

Paris, August 5.—Baron D’Estournellcsa 
de Constant, who headed the French par- 
liamentary arbitration group on its recent 
visit to London, has written an important 
letter to Foreign Minister Deicasse. set- 
ting forth the resultg of the recent ex- 
change of views in London and Paris 
between members of the British and 
French parliaments and the leading min- 
isters of the two governments. The 
conferences inc'rded those with Forefen 
Minister Lansdowne and Colonial Secre- 
tary Chamberlain, and there is good rea- 
son to believe that Baron D’Estournelles, 
in the references he makes in hia letter 
to the conlusion of an arbitration treaty 
for the settlement of the outstanding An- 
glo-French difficulties, has the distinct 
approval of those controlling Great Brit- 
ain’s foreign policy, while his suggestion 
for a reduction of naval force is due en- 
tirelvy to the inittative of the leading 
members of the British ministry. 

The letter says that during twenty years 
the fear of parliamentary opposition has 
alone preveygted the settlement of the 
Anglo-French difficulties. and that mew 
that fear is dJispe'tlied notning prevents 
the adoption of a ccrcilistory policy. All 
the British statesmen whom he saw. with- 
out distinction of party. says the baron, 
were unanimous in desiring this suggested 
new policy, which must be clearly defined 
as the former on* was obs-ure, : 

The new policy has three essential ob- 
sects: 

First, the conclusion of a reasonable ar- 
bitration treaty, similar to that negotiated 
between Great Britain and the United 
States, and in accordance with clause 19 
of The Hague international arbitration 
convention; second, a reduction in the 
overwhelming nava] expenses, an agree- 
ment with France and. Russia concern- 
ing which the baron claims to have 
received categorical verbal and written 
assurances; third, a friendly settlement 
of, the outstanding differences, which, 
for twenty years, have vainly exhausted 
the resources of diplomacy. 

Baron D’Estournelles urges Minister 
Delcasse not to let this favorable moment 
slip by and declares that with equal good 
will on both sides these three general 
agreements with Great Britain can be 
signed in a few months.*--..-

Counties May Have Short-Term Con- 
. Victs for Road Work by Paying 
* State $10 a Month for 
Them—End of a Hard 
Fight. 


By a bare constitutional majority the 
house succeeded yesterday in passing a 
convict bill. a substitute for the Clements 
bill, which bore the names of Messrs. 
Howell, of Meriwether, and Knight, of 
Berrien, and which went through by a 
vote of 88 to 77.

The measure which the house passed 
makes few changes of consequence in 
the present lease system with the ex- 
teption of providing for an increased 
price for the convicts and prohibiting 
subletting. There is a provision relative 
to letting short term to coun- 
ties for road work at $120 per year, but 
it is generally thought there will be few 
counties, if any. to take advantage of 
it. The principles of the bill are gencral- 
ly in accord with those of the measure 
which bore the name of Mr. Steed, of 
Taylor. and he assented to this substitute 
and voted for its passage. The substi- 
tute is published elsewhere in The Con- 
stitution in full. 

The opporents of the lease system died 
nard. They fought every inch of ground 
yesterday. The Clements bill was the 
order of the day, and several substitutes 
and amendments were offered as was ex- 
pected. The Clements bill, which has 
passed the senate, was simply a measure 
providing for the reenactment of the 
present system without change. 

The Knight-Howell substitute was the 
firat one taken up when the question 
came to a vote. It was adopted by a 
vote of 87 to 74. 

The next question was the adoption of 
the favorable report of the committee by 
substitute, and on this the ayes and 
Mays were called as on the former ques- 
tion. Two or three members changed 
their votes, and three members who 
had not voted before voted this time 
for the substitute, so that the final r- 
sult was the adoption of the commit- 
teé’s report by a vote of 8&8 to i. 

This vote showed a constitutional ma- 
jority for the substitute and all that was 
mecessary was to hold it for the final pas- 
Sage of the bill. This was done, though 
gevéral Members changed their votes, 
some one way and some another. The 
final vote showed 88 votes for the substi- 
tute and 77 against it. 

Amcndments and Substitutes. 
-The house took up the Clements Dill, 
or senate till No. 68, as soon as the jour- 
nal had been read and was about to 
adopt the committee’s favorable report, 
when somebody said something abgut an 
amendment. Then came numerous sub- 
stitutes and amendments, the reading of 
which suppressed scme quite anxious or- 
ators, for the hour hand was traveling 
rapidly toward 10 o.glock, 

Messrs. Thurman, of Walker, and Ran- 
kin, of Gordon, offered a new substitute 
under whic. they proposed to give the 
people an opportunity to express them- 
selves on the question of putting the 
convicts on the roads. [t made the min- 
{mura price of convicts to be leased to 
individuals er corporations $192 per an- 
num, and the price to any county desir- 
ing them for road work $96, or just one- 
half the otner price. 

The Candler compromise providing for 
eounties working all their felony con- 
viets whose terms are ten years or un- 
der, and to which were attached the 
names of thirty-one members of the 
house, was also introduced as a substitute 
for the Clements bill. This measure 
was recently defeated along with the 
Steed bill. 
’ Mir. Moses, of Coweta, Offered an 
amendment providing that the county 
boards of education should concur in 
all demands made for convicts for read 
work. 

Mr. Kelly, of Glascock, proposed to 
@mend the Candler compromise by pro- 
viding that the convicts shall have a 
ten-hour working day, and that the 
prison commission shall enforce this pro- 
vision. Mr. Kelly also offered an amen/‘- 
ment cutting the maximum term of con- 
viets to work on the roads from ten to 
eight years. 

Messrs. Knight, of Berrien, and Howell, 
of Meriwether, offered the same substi- 
tute as they presented for the Steed Dill. 
The feature of this substitute was that 
any county may work short-term convicts 
on the roads by paying $120 a year to the 
“gtate for them. 

Mr. Brinson offered his amendment to 
all the measures, requiring that each 
convict when discharged shall be given 
transportation home, which he shall not 
be allowed to exchange for money. 

A Brief Debate. 

It was just seven minutes to 10 o’clock 
when the reading of the substitutes was 
concluded, and each side was given three 
and one-half minutes for debate. 

Mr. Knight, of Berrien, first spoke for 
his substitute and against the plan to let 
counties work their convicts on their 
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Engagement Rings.

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roads without paying for them. Mr. 
Knight declared he made an appeal both 
in behalf of the little children of Geuvr- 
gia and of good roads. He insisted that 
the public school fund be héld intact. 

Mr. Lane, of Sumter, consumed the 
other three and one-half minutes. speak- 
ing against the Clements bill. Mr. Lane 
presented a strong argument in behaif 
of good roads. 

The previous question was called at 10 
o'clock, and @ach side had twenty min- 
utes under the rules, a minority report 
having been filed by Mr. Felder and 
others. 

Messrs. Stovall of Chatham, Candler of 
DeKalb and Felder of Bibb spoke ip be- 
half of the Candler compromise. © Mr. 
Stovall told of the fine roads that have 
been built in Chatham county and the 
Sreat advantage of them, and said any 
other county could do the same thing if 
they had the labor of the convicts. 

Mr. Candler explained briefly the fea- 
tures of the compromise and showed the 
advantages that would accrue from its 
passage. 

Mr. Felder continued the explanation of 
the features of the Candler substitute, 
and said he understood this measure was 
satisfactory to the prison commission 
and to the governor. Such was the con- 
dition of*the roads in Taylor county, 
Mr. Felder said, that it required twenty 
minutes to walk one block through the 
sand from the hotel over to the court 
house. 

Messrs. West of Lowndes, Wamble of 
Upson, Steed of Taylor and Moses of 
Coweta occupied the twenty minutes in 
favor of the Clements bill. 

Mr. West said he was willing to com- 
Promise and let the five-year convicts 
work on the roads, but beyond that he 
was not willing to go. He wanted all 
the money from convict hire to go to the 
€ducation of the children of Georgia. 

Mr. Wamble said Upson county diq not 
Want the convicts on the roads. and 
there were 100 counties in the state just 
like Upson. If al! these counties stood 
together, he said, the senate bil! could 
easily be passed. 

Mr. Steed spoke briefly in defense of 
his own position. 

“Because my name appeared on the 
bill approved by the penitentiary com- 
mittee, I have been selected as a mark 
for all the abuse launched against that 
measure,’ Mr. Steed sald. ‘As long as 
IT have the approval of my conscience I 
Care not what any one else may think 
Or say. Before I knew a single convict 
lessee, a majority of the committee had 
approved the bill which bears my name. 
I would to God that men might see them- 
selves as others see them. Then, perhaps, 
would realize that no one has a 
monopoly on wisdom, virtu@é, honor or 
moral or physical courage.” 

Mr. Steed said he would vote first for 


| the Knight-Howell! substitute, and if that 


did not carry, he would véte for the sen- 
ate bill. 

Mr. Moses concluded the debate against 
the bill making an appeal in behalf of the 
schoo] children as against ‘‘the old red 
hills of Georgia.”’

Only amendment adopted, and it was 
put on all the substitutes as wel] as the 
Original bill, was one by Mr. Brinson, of 
Decatur, requiring lessees of convicts to 
furnish them with transportation home 
or to point of conviction upon the expira- 
tion of their terms, and specifying that 
they shall not be permitted to exchange 
such transportation for cash. 

Many members asked permission to ex-. 
plain their votes and managed to get 
in considerable argument on one side or 
the other when such pé€rmission was 
granted, . 

Mr. Shackelford, of Clarke, warned the 
opponents of the present lease system 
against the Knight-Howell substitute. 
He viewed it with suspicion, he said, be- 
cause of the eagerness with which it had 
been accopted by those who had been ad- 
vocating the reenactment of the present 
system. He called it a Trojan horse, and 
warned all to beware of it. 

Mr. West, of Lowndes, in explaining his

vote, defended Mr. Howell, of Meriwether, 
whom he considered had been attacked by 
Mr. Shackelford. This Mr. Shackelford 
denied, stating he had referred wholly 
to the acceptance of the measure by 
leaders of the other side. 

Mr. Steed, of Taylor, in explaining his 
vote, expressed regret that members of 
the opposition were still indulging in per- 
sonal abuse. 

Mr. Tigner, of Muscogee, declared that 
the advocates of the lease system were 
seeking by adroit politics to foist upon the 
people something still worse than the 
present lease system. 

Mr. Wilson, of Clay, in explaining his 
vote, declared that the gentleman from 
Clarke and the gentleman from Bibb were 
always willing to do what is right, if 
they were permitted to say what is right. 
He said the gentleman from Clarke came 
like a nightmare on the track of a beau- 
tiful dream and discovered a gréat bug- 
bear which did not exist. 

Mr, Candler, of DeKalb, in explaining 
his vote, saig the proposed substitute. 
meant nothing but a perpetuation of the 
present lease system which, he declared, 
the people of Georgia want broken up. 

Mr. Howell, of Meriwether, in explain- 
ing his vote, replied to the gentleman 
from Clarke resenting an insinuation, 
which the gentleman from Clarke said 
he did not make. 

Mr. Overstreet, of Screven, thought the 
present lease system profitable to the 
substitute and said he could not, there- 
fore, afford to vote for it. 

Mr. Stovall, of Chatham, was in favor 
of good roadg first, last and ail the time, 
and refused to vote for the substitute on 
that account. 

Mr. Moses, of Coweta, and several other 
members gave brief explanations of why 
they voted as they did. 


Tn Detailed Vote. 

The first vote by which the Knight- 
Howell substitute was adopted stood 87 
to 74. There wag a scuffling around by 
both sides to gain ground, as the vote 
was close. Nevertheless, the house adopt- 
ed the committee's report by substitute 
by 88 to 77, and that also was the vote 
on the final passage of the Dill.

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HE Knight-Howell substitute for 
| the senate'convict bill, which was 

passed by the house yesterday by 
a vote of 88 to 77, ia, in full, as follows: 

A bill to be entitled an act to amend 
an act approved December 21, 1897, being 
an act to create a prison commission for 
the state of Georgia, to hire the laber 
of certain felony convicts, for a period of 
five years, after the expiration of the 
present contract; to dispose of the money 
arising therefrom; and to authorize the 
governor and prison commission to im- 
pose fines upon certain county authori- 
ties for failure to comply with the law 
and regulations governing misdemeanor 
chain gangs, and for other purposes. 

Section 1. Be it enacted by the general 
assembly of the state of Georgia, and 
it is hereby enacted by authority of the 
same, that section J1 of said act be strick- 
en, and the following substituted in lieu 
of said section: “Be it enacted by the 
general assembly of the state of Georgia, 
and it is hereby enacted by the authority 
of the same, that the prison commission 
is authorized and required, between the 
months of August, 1903, and January, 1904, 
after advertising as required above, to 
make contracts under the provisions of 
this act, for the labor of all felony con- 
viets not embraced in section 8, for a 
period of five years, beginning April 1, 
1904. All provisions of this act applicable 
to the hiring of this class of con- 
victs, their control and management shal] 
be of force until expiration of the con- 
tracts hereby authorized, and that at the 
same time that advertisements are pub- 
lished for the purchase of land, as pro- 
vided by section 8 of this act, said com- 
mission shall run a similar advertisement, 
offering for hire for a term not longer 
than five years all the convicts not em- 
braceu in section 8 of this act, and not 
furnished the county authorities, as pro- 
vided in section 10, to be employed at 
any labor consistént with the reasonable 
punishment and the physical ability of 
the convict; provided, that the convicts 
shall, as far as possible, consistent with 
the best interest of the state, be so work- 
ed that the products of their !abor shall 
come ‘least in competition with that of 
free labor; provided, further, that in no 
case shall convicts be worked in factories 
where women are emploved; the state fur- 
nishing al] guards and physicians; the 
hirer furnishing trayspertation, mainten- 
ance, medicine, clothing and al) other nec- 
essaries, and such buitdings as may be re- 
quired (which shall be stated in the ad- 
vertisements), and paying guarteriy for 
the annual labor of the convicts at an 
agreed price per annum per capita. At the 
same time fixed in the advertisement, that 
commission shall award said convicts, or 
any of them, to the bidder or bidders who 
offer the highest and best price for labor, 
but may reject any and all of such bids, 
and may make any other contract of hir- 
ing on the plan specified, which. in their 
judgment, will carry out the intentions of 
this act and subserve the best interest of 
the state. No hirer shall have the right 
to sublet or sublease any convicts hired 
by him. The commission, in hiring the 
convicts, may contract with any one or 
more persons or companies, but no bids 
for less than twenty-five nor more than 
600 convicts shal] be received, and the min- 
imum price to be considered shall be 
$178 per vear, and all convicts sentenced 
April 1, 194, to the penitentiary, 
shall be disposed of by the commission 
under and by virtue of the provisions of 
this act. All contracts made shall provide 
for suitable bond, with security, to be ap- 
proved by the commission, to be made by 
the hiring person or company, pavrable 
to the governor and his successors in of- 
in an amount to be fixed by the 
for the faithful 
payment of the hire and observance of 
the contract. and of such rules and regu- 
lations as may be adopted by the com- 
mission; and that, whenever any such 
bond is executed by the hirer of said 
eonvicts as herein contemplated, the prop- 
erty of said principal and security, or se- 
curities of said bond, shall be bound from 
the time of the execution thereof for the 
payment of any and all Habilities arising 
from the breach of said bond. In lieu of 
a personal bond the company or individ- 
ual hiring the convicts may deposit col- 
lateral, consisting of United States bonds, 
or municipal bonds, which are acceptable 
to the commission: or the company or 
individual hiring the convicts may give 
as security any solvent guarantee compa- 
ny, securify company, surety company, 
fidelity insurance company, which has 
complied with the act of December 24, 
12%, authorizing such companies to be- 
come surety upon bond, and tin case of 
default, the bond shall be collectable as 
provided in said act of December 24, 1896. 
Whenever the surety updén any bond shal] 
become doubtful the commission shall 
have authorigy to proviue other good and 
solvent security, and in default of such 
security being given, the commission may 
forfeit the lease and take charge of the 
convicts. The hire shall be paid into the 
treasury of the state at the end of each 
three months from the date of the hiring, 
upon certified statement submitted by the 
commission to the comptroller general, 
ten days being allowed to pay the hire 
after such statement has been filed. The 
prison commission is authorized and re- 
quired, between the montits of August, 
1903, and January, 1904, after advertising 
as required above, to make contracts un- 
der the provisions of this act for the 
labor of all felony convicts not embraced 
in section 8 for a period of five years, 
beginning April 1, 1904.

Should 
such requisition be made and the con- 
victs furnished, the county or munic- 
ipal authorities shall provide, without 
cost to the state, all transportation, main- 
tenance, and guards and other necess 
saries, and shall pay to the state not 
less than $120 per annum for each convict, 
to be collected and applied as hire of 
convicts. as hereinafter provided. The 
said convicts shall be governed and con- 
controlled by the rules and regulations 
provided by the commission.”

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Important Bills Approved. 

Several measures of importance and 
interest were considered and acted on 
at yesterday's session of the general ju- 
diciary committee of tne house. 

The committee recommended favorably 
the bill by Senator Comas, which has 
already passed the senate, increasing the 
salaries of supreme court judgps to $4,000 
a year and of superior court judges to 
$3,000 a year. 

The committee also recommended fa.- 
vorably a bill by Mr. Little, of Han- 
cock, to amend the general tax act so as 


to put a tax of $% for every 125 miles 
traveled, in one direction only, of excur- 
sions given by private parties. This does 
not apply to excursions of religious and 
benevolent societies. 

Another bill favorably recommended 
wus by Senator Duncan, of the thirty- 
sixth, and provides for an amendment to 
section 985 of the code so as to change 
the amount of bonds given by state de- 
positories. This measure provides that 
bonds given by such depositories shall 
cover the amount deposited with them, 
and at no time shall the deposit exceed 
the amount of the bond. The present 
bond required is $50,000,

Local Bill from Rome Brings 
on an Argument 


Mr. Knowles, of Floyd, Arraigns His 


Political Hnemies — Mr. Mc- 
Henry Is Heard From—Ac- 
tion on the Bill Went 
Over Until Today. 


One of the liveliest discussions pro- 
voked by a local bill at the present ses- 
sion of the general assembly, came up 
in the house yesterday afternoon when 
the Rome dispensary bill was read a 


third time to be placed on its passage. 

This bill provides for submitting to @ 
vote of the people the question bt repeal- 
ing the law under which the present 
dispensary in Rome was created and the 
barrooms abolished. Hon. Seaborn 
Wright, of Floyd, was the author of the 
bill under which the dispensary was cre- 
ated and the fight before the house 
temperance committee, in which he took 
a prominent part, will be recalled. The 
committee reported the bill favorably, 
four of its members signing a minority 
report, 

When the bill wes called up yesterday, 
Mr. McHenry, of Floyd, who is oppos- 
ing it, made the point of order that the 
bill could not be entertained by the leg- 
islature because sufficient notice of the 
fact that it would be introduced had not 
been given.’ The point was overruled by 
Speaker Morris. 


Mr. Knowles Heard From. 


Mr. Knowles made a speech in support 
of the bill, in which he took occasion 
to pay his respects to Hon. Seaborn 
Wright and others of his political ene- 
mies in no uncertain terms. 

He said in part: 

Mr. Speaker: The act which thfs bill 
seeks to repea!] is ofie of the most remark- 
able pieces of legislation that was ever 
fastened upon a sovereign people. 

The act known as the dispensary act 
of Floyd county had its ingenious birth 
in the design of a crafty representative 
who makes greater claimg for the amount 
of official integrity that he really pos- 
sesses, than any political Pharisee that 
figures on the history of demagogery. 

It was his design that made it impossi- 
ble for the people, after having a law 
enacted, to submit the wrong done them 
to popular vote for repeal. It was his 
craftiness that planned a dispensary law 
for Floyd county, different from any 
other dispensary act in Georgia, and con- 
trary to the meaning of the local option 
law of the state, in that it offers to the 
people directly affected no relief through 
the usual method of popular suffrage.

By way of sustaining the contention 
that my colleague, Mr. Ennis and myself 
are carrying out the wishes and instruc- 
lions of tne people who sent us here, we 
have submitted the following paper to 
Mr. McHenry, the other member of the 
delegation from Floyd, which he has de- 
clined to sign after the statement of 
himself and Mr. Wright before the com- 
mittee that they were willing to leave 
the adjustment of this question to the 
democratic primary to be held next 
spring. Here is the agreement which 
Mr. Ennis and myself have signed and 
which Mr. McHenry now refuses to sign: 

“Whereas, house bill No. 689, introduced 
by Messrs Ennis and Knowles, providing 
for an election, etc., on question of dis- 
pensary or no dispensary in Rome, Ga.. 
is now pending in the house of representa- 
tives under a favorable report from the 
temperance committee of the house, and 
whereas, the opponents of the said meas- 
ure, made the folownig proposition to the 
friends of the méasure, to-wit: 

“To submit said question to a primary 
election in Floyd county at the primary 
election to be held in the spring of the 
year, 1904, 

“Now, therefore, both senator and rep- 
resentatives from Floyd county agree 
that the pending bill shall pass the house, 
as amended in the committee, and shall 
then be tabled in the senate, after first 
reading, unti) the session of 1904. That 
at the regular spring primary in Floyd 
county in 1904 the question for ‘For Dis- 
pensary’ or ‘Against Dispensary’ shall be 
submitted to the voters in that election, 
provision to be made r the democratic 
executive commilitee loyd county for 
a ballot at said elg€¢tion in accordance 
herewith. / 

“That if ‘For Djspensary’ carries, the 
present pending ill (tabled as afore- 
said) shall be withdrawn at the session of 
1904. and tho matter dropped. 

“That if ‘Against Dispensary’ carries 
at said election, then the said senator and 
representatives from Floyd county here- 
by agree that they will at said session 
of legisiature of 1904 urge the passage of 
an act repealing ‘An act providing for 
the establishment and maintenance of a 
dispensary in the city of Rome, Floyd 
county, Georgia, ete.,” approved Decem- 
ber 11, 1901. See Georgia laws of 1901, 
page 620. 

“Should the democratic executive com- 
mittce of Floyd county fail or refuse to 
submit this question to the spring pri- 
mary election for ballot by the people, 
then the senator and _ representatives 
aforesaid agree to pass said repealing act 
at said session of 1904.

The position which Mr. Ennis and my- 
self take as to this agreement shows 
that we represent the wish of the ma- 
jority of the white voters of Floyd coun- 
ty; whereas that of Mr. McHenry indi- 
cates that he is afraid to submit the is- 


sue to the people. 
McHenry in Reply. 

Mr. McHenry declared in reply that 
the paper read by Mr. Knowles did not 
contain the proposition that he made 
on the flow of the committee. He had 
never consented that the bill should pass 
the house and be tabled in the senate, 
which would give Messrs. Ennis and 
Knowles an opportunity to go back and 
say they got the bill through the house. 

“This is a clean cut fight between the 
people of Floyd county and the bar room 
element,” Mr, McHenry declared. “If 
this bill is passed, the bar rooms will 
be opened within forty,gight hours after 
the election. It is not fair to put another 
election on the people of Floyd now, with- 
in less than sixteen months after the 
establishment of the dispensary.” 

Mr. McHenry called attention to the 
fact that he led the ticket in the raceg for | 
the legislature, and that it was on the 
distinct understanding that no step should 
be taken to Interfere with the dispensary 
until it should be so decided by a majority 
of the white voters ‘of the county. 

Mr. McHenry intimated that the petition 
in favcr of the bill had been signed 
by some parties six or eight times, and 
that there had been paid ag high as 
$25 for one hundred names, 

Tire hour of adjournment arrived before 
he concluded his syeech, and the nfatter 
will come up again today.

IS A BANKRUPT

Well Known Citizen Suf- 
fering from Serious 
~ Collapse. 


Petition in New 


York Bankruptcy 
Court, 


Daniel H. Livermoré, a broker fn the 
city of New York, and formerly a well 
known business man of Atlanta, has 
filed a petition in bankruptcy in Néw 
York. He places his liabilities at $131,600 
and estimates his assets at $15,912, which 
consists of notes of men and companies 
in Atlanta, Ga., and a debt of $762. 

Among his creditors is the state of 
Georgia, for the sum of $15,000, Comp- 
troller Genera! W. A. Wright stated last 
night, when interviewed on this subject, 
that this debt probably resulted from 
the leasing of the Northeastern railroad. 
This railroad was owned by the state 


and leased to a number of men, of whom 
Livermore was one. The lessees, how- 
ever, failed to pay the required rent for 
the road, which was on this account 
promptly taken from their hands. After 
wards the road was sold to the Southers 
for the sum of $307,000. If Livermors 
owes the state anything it is very prob- 
able that it resulted from this leasing, 
but Mr. Wright stated that he believed 
that the report of the debt is incorrect. 

Mr. Livermore is well known in At- 
lanta. He lived here for a number of 
| years, having come to this city from the 
| north. His liabilities were contracted in 
this city in 1896 and 1897. He was inter- 
ested while here in the State Savings 
bank then located on the corner of Al- 
abama and Pryor streets. He was algo in- 
terested in the Alhambra hotel, erected 
during the Cotton States and Internation- 
al exposition. He was for a time con- 
nected with a bank in Calhoun, Ga. 

The following dispatch from New York 
tells of the bankruptcy proceedings: 

New York, August 5.—Daniel H. Liver- 
more; a broker, has filed a petition in 
bankruptcy with liabilities of $131,608 and 
nominal assets of $15,912, consisting of 
notes of men and companies in Atlanta, 
Ga., and $76, a debt due him. His lia-

Mrs. Nelson is also quite ill as the re- 
sult of nervous prostration, brought on 
by Mr. Nelson’s illness. Her illness, 
however, is not sufficiently serious to be 
alarming. 

Mr. Nelson’s two daughters, Mrs. L. L. 
Knight and Miss Adelaide Nelson, are at 
his bedside, and his two sons, Levi D. 
Nelson and George Nelson, who are in 
the north, have been telegraphed for and 
will probably arrive today. 

Mr. Nelson has lived in Atlanta many 
years and has a wide acquaintance 
throughout this section. His friends will 
be grieved to learn of his serious sick- 
ness.

»@ural Police Necessary To Maintain 
Law—One Sheriff and a Bailiff 
Inadequate — Women in 
Country Are Unpro- 
tected. 


Athens, Ga., August 5.—(Special.)—The 
annual meeting of the State Agricultural 
Society was called to order this morning 
at 10 o'clock. About one hundred dele- 


gates were in attendance. 

President Dudley Hughes 
the conventioh. 

In beginning he referred to the fact 
that it was fortunate the convention as- 
sembled during the session of the sum- 
mer school when the 500 teachers. from 
‘ gh) sections ofthe state might be brought 
in contact with the spirit of the meeting. 

He paid a feeling tribute to J. M. Mob- 
ley and C. S. Roundtree, who had passed 
Q@way since the last session of the so- 
ciety. He quoted The Manufacturers’ 
Record as authority for the statement 
that the south from 1880 to 189 had an 
Increase of farm products of neariy 100 
per cent and declared that the south 
should make an effort to retain a mo- 
nopoly of the cotton, crop, of whic} Geor- 
gia was one of the largest producers, 
while continuing on a. broader scale in- 
tensified and diversified farming. He 
said:

As to Plant Breeding. 


“Plant breeding is certainly a new de- 
parture, and an invasion which, if ma- 
terialized by the crossing of the sea 
island and long staple cotton, will estab- 
lish a cotton equal to the Egyptian, for 
which our mills spend millions of dollars 
importing. They are accgemplishing much 
to overcome enemies to cotton, which 


are becoming destructive in an alarming | 


degree. 

“The Texas boll weevil is most threat- 
*tning in its destruction of the greatest 
State of the union. The department as 
yet has not this pest under control, bu: 
lt is confidently expected it will be over- 
come. There is much alarm even in 
-Georgia that it may at any time appear 
in our flelds. The wilt disease is being 
overcome by the development of a va- 
riety of cotton resistant discovered by 
the scientific research of the depart- 
ment.’’ 

He was of the opinion that Georgia, 

owing to her soil capacity and man- 
hood, should take the leadership in the 
increased manufacture of cotton, for she 
la a region of unlimited resources and 
equal to any on thé globe. He referred 
to the impetus being given to agricultural 
education and the attention it is receiv- 
ing from scientists and statesmen. The 
appropriation by the government for the 
year ending June 30 last going to the 
maintenance of bureaus of plant fndus- 
-try, solis, chemistry, forestry and va- 
rioys governmental experiment stations 
amounted to $4,503,960, exclusive of $720,000 
for experiment stations in the different 
states. He spoke of the establishment at 
Columbus, Ohio, of a graduate school of 
agrieulture with thirty-five instructors 
‘and regretted that Georgia had not kep 
pace with the advanced steps of other 
states... He expressed gratification, how- 
ever, at the improvement manifesteaé by 
the establishment of the various farmers’ 
institutes, throughout the state, and de- 
‘clared there should be one in every farm- 
ing county of the state. He expressed 
pleasure in the good work of the state 
experiment station and the advancemen: 
of the College of Agricultural and Me- 
chanical Arts. President Hughes con- 
tinued; 
* “You will pardon me here for saying 
that I wish every young man in the 
State who expects to adopt agriculture 
as his profession was so situated that 
he could obtain a classic education and 
then take a year or two years if neces 
sary in agriculture, as do those who ac- 
quit themselves for law and medicine, etc. 
Thorough classic education is no bar- 
rier to agricultural success; it only fits 
us to become prominent in our pursuit, 
with an intellect trained and expanded to 
grasp, digest and surmount the various 
questions of the day, so pertinent to agri- 
cultural success.”’ 

He predicted that soon the agricultura] 
interests of the state would be in the 
hands of the whites, and urged a better 
and wider educational equipment for the 
boys of the state, stating that such agri- 
.cultural training would counteract the 
exodus from the country. He urged the 
formation in each county of an active 
agricultural club with the motto, “Edu- 
cate and equip our boys in the learned 
rofession of agriculture.’’ In conclusion 
Se urged the cooperation of all toward 
making the state fair, to be held this fall 
in Macon, a success.

Mr. Whitehead, of Jackson county, of- 
fered a motion that Judge Emory Speer, 
who was present as a visitor, be request- 
ed to address the convention. The mo-

Counly Grants Right for Elec- 
ric Line to That Town,

Franchise Secured by Piedmont Elec- 
tric Railway Company—County 
To Aid in Changing Grades 
of Streets About New 
Depot Site. 


The board of county commissioners, at 
its regular monthly meeting yesterday 
morning, granted a franchise to the 
Piedmont Electric Railway Company to 
operate an electric car line from Atlanta 
to Roswell, a distance of about 20. miles. 

The route of the proposed new road, 
as inoorporated in the franchise, is as 
follows: Beginning on Spring street at 
the city Hmits, thence out Spring street 
to Fourteenth street,: thence to West 
Peachtree, thence to Peachtree and out 
this. thoroughfare to Atlanta Heights, 
thence to Roswell on the Roswell road. 
The original route proposed, as named in 
the application for the franchise had its 
beginning point at the city limits on 
West Peachtree street, but the route was 
changed by the board because of oppo- 
sition from West Peachtree _ residents. 
This was the only opposition manifested 
to the car line and was withdrawn when 
the route was changed. 

Under the terms of the franchise, the 
county requires the company to file a 
bond of $15,000 within four months, which 
is to be forfeited to the county should 
the compafty fail to build. The fanchise 
also stipulates that actual work on the 
line shall begin within six months from 
the present time and shall be completed 
within eighteen months. It is understood 
that the principat backers of the com- 
pany are Birmingham people. They were 
represented before the board by Secretary 
Woodfin, of Atlanta. Application for the 
franchise was filed at the lest meeting of 
the board. 

To Aid Deppot Work. 

The board also tOok action by which 
it agreed to assist the city in the work 
of changing the grades of the streets in 
the vicinity of the site of the new union 
passenger depot. 

Mayor Evan P. Howell, a committee 
from the city cOuncil and Captain James 
W. English, president of the Atlanta 
Terminal Company, aspeared, before the 
commissioners and requested the -coun- 
tv to aid in this work. The county will 
grade and fill the streets, which work will 
precece that to be done by the city. 
The grading and filling will be done by 
county convicts and the work will be 
supervision of the committee on 
public works, of which Captain Clifford 
I. Anderson is chairman. It has not

Seriously Injured 


Found the Torpedo in Cupboard and 
Struck It with an Ax—Piece 
of the Torpedo Pierced 
Head Just Above the 
Left Eye. 


Blown up by a railroad torpedo, and 
not expected to live, Lucile Hendricks, 
the little 6-year-old daughter of L. L. 
Hendricks, of 25 Lucy street, was taken 
to the Grady hospital yesterday morning 
at 10 o'clock. 

Thinking the torpedo was a new toy 
the child took it to her play-house in 
the yard and there she caused the 
cartridge to explode. The report of the 
explosion was heard for several blocks. 
People hastened into ‘the yard and found 
the little girl lying upon the ground as 
if dead. 

She was carried to the hospital by J. 
H. Wallace, who held her in his arms. 
The hospital physicians found that a 
piece of the torpedo had struck the child 
above the left eye, inflicting a wownd 
that may prove fatal. 

For a long while the torpedo had lain 
in the cupboard at Hendricks’ home. A 
young son had brought it home and it 
had been taken from him by his mother. 
It was the king of torpedo usually.placed 
On railroad tracks to warn the engineer 
of danger. 

Yesterday morning Lucile saw the door 
of the cupboard open and the stick of 
dynamite attracted her attention. She 
picked {t up when no one was noticing 
her and carried it into the back yard 


Struck Torpedo with an Ax. 

It must have been her intention to 
break it. for she laid it on a board and 
began to strike it with an ax. The blows 
caused the dynamite to explode. Pieces 
of it flew all around her into the alr. 
One piece struck her over the left eye 
and one on the right shoulder. 

The wound over the eye is exceedingly 
dangerour and if it does not prove fata! 
it is believed she will lose her eyesight. 
The physicians fear the piece of cartridge 
has penetrated so far into the skull that 
inflammation of a dangerous nature may 
set in. 

Lucile is a very pretty Httle child and 
is the idol of her home. Her mother is 
prostrated over the accident. Her father, 
who works for the city, was absent from 
home at the time and had to be sent for. 

Not wishing to wait for the ambulanege, 
and believing it was best for the ciild 
to be carried in his arms, Mr. Wallace 
tenderly bore his little burden for a long 
distance.
